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INTRODUCTION 

The Carl D. Perkins Vocational and Applied Technology Education Act of 
1990 under Title III, Part B, established resources for Consumer Home 
Economics Grants. Grants are to result in improved learning opportunities 
for public school students in grades 7-12 in Consumer Home Economics 
Education classrooms.

The Interior Design and Housing Curriculum Guide has been developed as a resource 
for teachers to use in planning and implementing a competency-based instructional 
program at a high school level. Interior Design and Housing is a semester or a 
year-long Consumer Home Economics course offered for students in grades 9-12. 
The course description which follows is taken from the North Carolina Vocational 
Education Program of Studies, Revised 1992.

INTERIOR DESIGN AND HOUSING 

SEMESTER I: Students will focus on using elements and principles of 
design to plan and decorate the interior of a home. They examine 
principles of selecting home furnishings and equipment. Housing 
decisions by individuals and families will be explored as they are 
affected by needs, the environment, technological developments and 
governmental influences. Career skills and opportunities in housing 
and interior design are explored. 
Prerequisite: None 

SEMESTER II: Students create their own living environment using the 
concepts of interior design. Legal and financial aspects of 
acquiring housing will be interpreted. Homes will be evaluated for 
interior and exterior design, construction quality, energy efficiency, 
and security and safety. Students will explore career opportunities. 
Prerequisite: Interior Design and Housing: Semester I

Amount of time is based on the weight given to that objective in 
VoCATS . 



OUTLINE: Includes information to be covered under the objective. 

STRATEGIES: The strategies in this curriculum have been developed as 

student strategies. Each strategy addresses a specific learning 
level. Learning levels are classified in one or more of the 
three domains: cognitive, psychomotor, and affective. Strategy 
development was based on and dictated by the level at which the 
objectives were written. For example, if an objective was written 
at a cognitive level 1(C1), then all strategies under that objective 
were written at a level no higher than level 1. Below is a chart 
illustrating the different learning levels. Symbols used on the 
curriculum page are identified along with suggestions for types of 
tests and test items.

issues. Definitions for these components are:

Management: the process of achieving goals by effective use of human 
resources, technology, and material resources.

Health and safety: the physical and mental well-being or soundness of 
the body in an environment that allows freedom from danger, injury or 
damage . 

Environmental issues: matters or points of controversy related to the 
aggregate of all the external conditions, circumstances and influences 
affecting surroundings, life and their developmental processes-

Borax : disinfects , deodorizes, inhibits mold 

growth, whitens, brightens laundry. 
Cream of tartar: .cleans porcelain, drains and 

metals . 

Washing soda: cuts grease, cleans petroleum, 
oils and dirt. 

Vinegar: cuts grease, dissolves gummy buildup 

and mineral accumulation, inhibits mineral 
accumulation, inhibits mold growth, 
freshens, removes stains, brightens laundry. 

Lemon juice: cleans mineral buildup, tarnish and 
grease, freshens: Citrus-peel extracts are 
natural solvents, flea deterrents and 
cleaners . 

Vegetable oil: Serves as a base in soaps, 
furniture polishes, spray cleaners. 

SAMPLE RECIPE: All purpose cleaner: 1 t. borax, 
1/2 t. washing soda, 2 T. vinegar or lemon 
juice, 1/4 to 1/2 t. vegetable oil-based liquid 
soap, 2 c . hot water . Mix ingredients in a 
spray bottle, shaking gently until minerals 
have dissolved. Spray and wipe.
